- When | Found Iwas not purfued, I turned back, like 
Lot’s wife, and faw, the Indian town in flames; for 
the con{tructions of thefe cities are very fufceptible of 
inflammations, as the Britifth warriors have fince dif- 
covered. I continued my journey through the wilder- 
nefs, chiefly by night towards the fouth eafts but was 

refently aware of the danger of ftarving that I was 

o, unprovided as was with fire-arms: yet from this 
imminent diftrefs was I, almoft miraculoufly preferv- 


- ed. by the cruelty itfelf of the Indians; nor am L 


afhamed to confefs, that I fuftained famithed nature by 
the bacon that was faturated with the juices of my own, 


~ body. I penetrated at laft through all difficulties to 


Augufts, where I was entertained with gréat humanity 
and civility by Juftice Ray, and was cured of my 
wounds, and of the fymptomatic fevers their confe- 
quence : and fo far am I from experiencing any mate- 
tial detriment from this Indian treatment, (for I am 
above. accounting a few {cars on my cheek fuch) that I 
haye even received, I imagine, a momentous benefit; 
having got rid entirely of a paralytic complaint I had 
een afflicted with for years in that left fide of mine 
‘which was roalted. |

Some time after, Gafparino having obtained his pare 
don, returned home, trom whence he prefently began 
to renew his fut to, Chriftineta, fir by letters, thea 
hy his friends, and at laft.in perfon,. She theughte this 
a fit time to be revenged; and Gafparino being very 
impertanate with ber for a private. interview, fhe ap- 
puiated him to meet her at the nuns garden, at fix 
o'clock) the next morving; and inthe mean timé, 


agcecd with two ruffians, Bianco.and Brindoli, for fifty 
lucats, 1o murder him. 


Gafpaciao Cauuted every minute of the tedious night, 
4 thought i¢ long ull morning appeared, at'the ap- 
roach sf which, both he and Chriftineta,, were early 
, aid fo were Bianco and Brindoli, who all bafted.to 
the gardens fhe walked publicly, the two ruffians can- 
cealed chemfelves, and when Gafparino came up to fa- 
iute Chriftineta, fhe greeted him with thefe words: 
‘‘Gafparino, in thts place I firft had conference with 
Pisani; and here I purpofe to have my Jaft with you.” 
At which words Bianco and Brindoli rufhed out of the 
covert: he for awhile valiantly defended, himfelf, giv 
ing cach of them feveral wounds. Chriftineta feeing 
Gafparino on the ground, and fearing he might not be 
quite dead, ran to him, aad with ea filetto abbing him 
in many parts of his bedy, cried out, “ This1 facrifice 
to. the memory of my dear love, Pifani”’? Bianco and 
Brindoli then took the murdered body, and tying @ 
great ftone about the neck, threw if into the well of 
the garden; after which the ruffiim$ fled out -by the 
poteru, aud Chriftineta went,to the. nuns church.

knowing that Chriftineta was fafe at home, and Gaf- 

rina clofe inthe well, they inftantly replied, it was 
in the Nun’s garden of St. Clare, and fix o’clock in the 
‘morning ; ‘which agreeing with the relation gwen by 


pe niins, putan end to their enquiry for the prefent. 


“But now Gafparino havin& been mifling two nights, 
‘aud his lackey hearing nothing of him at the houfe of 
Signior Vitori, where he ufed for the moft part to pafs 

stime, iiforined the hoft, where they lodged, of his 

drs; and he acquainted the Prefect and Provoft 
‘thereof, who atking the fervant when he faw his maf- 
ter laft, was told by him, that he went out of bis cham- 
‘ber two mornings’before, at fix o’élock as if he was go- 
‘ing to church; but commanded him not to follow him, 
and fince that time ‘he had not feen him. 


Now, by ihe urbidchice of ‘God, this relation gave 
fame sep e. light, the magiftrates feeing the hour 
parino’s departure from his chamber, and that of 


Bianco and Brindoli’s fighting together agree, they 
Sst 5 forthwith 
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forthwith ordered the two ruffians to be apprehended 
#nd imprifoned, who had defigned the very next day, 
to have flipped down the rivet to Ferrara, and fo have 
got to Venice. They were now examined concernin 
Gafparino, but both procefted, that they neither of them 
ever knew, or fo much as faw hia; notwithftandin; 
which they were adjudged to the torture; but the ftout 
villains boldly affirmed what they had firft faid. How. 
ever, the mdgiftrates thought it advifeable to continue 
them fomewhat longer in prifon, and make a narrowet 
fearch in the Nuns Garden: .which being done, they 
came to the well rhat had been iegle&éd before ; and 
letting down theit hooks, brought up fome picces of 
wrought black taffata, which Gafparino’s fervant affirm. 
ed°was what his miafter wore when he faw-him laf; 
and then going deeper, they brought up the dead-body, 
With thirteen feveral wounds about it, whereupon alf 
concladed Bianco and Brindoli guilty, And: a. little 
boy, but ten years of age, “ftanding by the body, obs 
fefved a cloth in his mouth, which being taken. upj 
proved a cambric handkerchief, marked in one corney 
in red {ilk letters with the nathe of Chriftineta.. Upoa 
which fhe was likewile apprehended in the midft of her 
pleafures. But being examined, like her two cunfedee

The {pears were 
mutually direted with much animofity, aud the Englith 
kept up 4 continual fire, which not only did great exe- 


$Ption, but puzaled the enemy to comprehend how their 


people dropped, without receiving any blow: they 
réeived they had holes in their bodies, yet faw no 
fac fticking in them, nor could they devife by whar 


. Means they had thus in a moment become deprived of

Tn this mioment the men of Pelew all rofe up in 
their canoes, and’ fet up fuch hallooing, that the whole 
dir! was filled with ¢! heir noife, which greatly added to 
the-terror of the enemy, who finding themfelves un- 
equal to fo powerful an attack, betook themfelves. ty 
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fight. The fquadron before mentioned impeded their 
re: cat, but net being equal to the force of the ene. 
mi yy the greater part of the people of Artingall res 
gained their own fhore. Six canoes only were taken, 
aad nine prifoners, which they accounted a large nunk 
ber, it being feldom that they captured their enemies, 
The engagement from beginning to end did not ex. 
ceed three hours. 


« All the mine prifoners had. received wounds in 
battle; and, in fpite of whatever we could urge again 
the cruclty of putting then to death, yet they would 
hear nothing in their behaif, and foon exterminated 
them. 


“Among the prifoners was a Rupack, who’ had a 
bone on his wriit;-the Pelew people, after he was 


captured, ftrove all in their power to take from him - 


this mark of dignity, bet the Chief defended it with 
fingular courage,’ and-loft his life in endeavoring to 
fave his order. 


“ The canoe which brought me from the war had 


jn it two prifoners,’one of whom had a broken thigh, Y 


and the other was wounded inieveral parts bya fpeat, 


‘Their caftons is, when they go to battle, to drefs theit 


hair in a particular manner, and to colfea it in a great 


‘bunch at the top ef their head; but as foon as they are 


captured they uutie it, pull it over their faces, and 
wait with firimnefs the exterminating blow. °“ When 


‘thefe two unfortunate men, on coming into the canoe 


where I was, by the above-mentioned “difpofition had 
teftified they were prepared for thei fate, the natives 
ordered them to fit down in the bottom of the canog, 
to which the one whofe thigh was broken, fubmitted; 
bot the other being refractory, refufed, and feemed by 
refiftance to provoke his deftiny, upon which one of 
the natives heRily fnatched my bayonet from my fide,

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ea plunged it into his body: though the poor fellow 


was a confiderable time bleeding to death, yet he ne. 
“Ver uttered a fingle groan or figh. Not a fingle pere 
- fon of the king’s party was killed, though there were 
4a few wounded.” 


September 22. The pinnace having been fent this 
day to the wreck, at her return in the evening brought 
fixteen more bags of rice, and alfo information that 


the king had fent his canoes thither, and had carried 


away one of the fix pounders. 


September 28. Raa Kook arrived at Oroolong in 
the evening, accompanied by two Chiefs of fome of 
the neighbouring iflands; who came in three canoes, 


_ and-brought prefents of yams, cocoa nuts, and three 
cs of molaffes.——.Our people had been all the day 


_ bufied about the veffel, and were juft then going to 
_ prayers; all the Pelew people attended the fervice, 


- and behaved with the greateft decency: one or two 
_ of them happening to fpeak, Raa Kook checked them ;

| &t prayers, the Malay, Soogle, arrived from Pelew 
_ With a meffage to the general from Abba Thulle, and

_ ‘till the Captain’(to whom he pointed) had done read- 
Dine. After prayers, having received the meffage, he 


: 1. and the ftrangers entered into converfation with Cap- 
, " tain Wilfon and his‘officers, and after fome time the 


_ General afked for fifteen men, and one of the fwivel- 
"guns, to go with them on another expedition. 


The king, flufhed with the advantages he had alrea- 


_ dy gained, feemed defirous to avenge himfelf of all his 
_ enemies. —Captain Wilfon thought this a favorable op- 
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portunity to mention te the General fuch things as he 
conceived he bad te complain of ; firft, he fhewed hit 
an empty carteuch-box, to let him fee how much he was 
jn want of that paper, whichdome of the canoes had 
carried off from the thip.—He then informed the Ges 
neral that the Englifh could never conic to go again 
to war with bis brother, if he meant to put the prifon. 
ersto death, as it was contrary to the nature and cof. 
¢om of their nation to hurt any, who.had fubmitted ; he 
finifhed by adding a word or two on the fubjce& of one 
of the fix-pounders having been taken. away from the 
ihip. 


The General appeared exceedingly hurt at hearing 
thefe matters, being alfo perfuaded that the attach 
ment of our people to him was as warm as his own, be 
had not a doubt but that he could prevail on them to 


grant the {wivel, although it had been refufed before, — 


He afiured the Captain he would make him and his peo 
pie perfedly eafy in every particular ciroumftance, 
He faid ithad not been always.their ufage to put theit 
prifoners to death, and allured the Captain that in fu 


ture they fhould be.all given upto the Englith to do - 


with theuy whatever they pleafed »—that Abba Thulle, 
willing to keep the ftrangers that were vifiting him 
from interrupting the Englifh, had given them an ae 
count of the effe& produced by their {mall arms, but, 
ftill moresto furprize them, wifhed tw convey to them 
fome idea of the havock that might be made with one 
of our great weapons; that he had therefore fent, for 
one to fhew them, and that the king had defired the 
General to fay it fhould now be fent back.

could not be parted with till fuch time as the veficl was 
launched ; thefe gentlemen had alfo orders to fay, that 
the Eaglih withed fo fee the king and his Chiefs before 
theic departure, that they might make their perfonal 
acknuwledgments, and affure them, that when they re 
turacd to their own country, they would publicly de» 


clare the kind fervices and protection they had receive 
ed from them.

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- jographical Anecdotes of Peter Anich, an ingenious German 
4 Peafant.

Oe readers would have but a very imperfect idea 
of Anich’s mechanical abilities, did we not inform 
them, that among the addition which he made to his 
celeftial globe, he fitted a kind of watch to the hori- 
zon, and eight {mall wheels, which being conne@ed 
with the dial plate, peinted out, by means of three 


needles, the diverfity of the motion of the fun, moon, 
and fixed {tars. 


One day when Anich was marking the fign cancer 
upon a {phere, he placed the concave part of the tail 
of the crab uppermolt, and being afked who had taught 
him to delineate a crab in that manner, he replied, 
nobody; but 1 thought, added he, that I muft place 
it in that fituation. Such was the fagacity of this fn- 
gular man, that he underftood, by a kind of divina- 
tion, if we may be allowed the expreflion, what was 
necefiary to be done, although he had never Jedrned it. 


Anich having fucceeded fo well in the conftrucion 
of a celeftial globe, was defired to undertake that of 
aterreftrial. But in this Anich found a very great ob- 
ftacle ; he could fearcely write ; he formed his letters 
fo badly, that he bad great difficulty himfclf in reading 
what he had written. But what difficulty could he not 
furmount? He applied himfelf cloiely to writing, 
and, at the end of a few months, he wrote as well as 
the ableft mafters. His terreftrial globe was finifhed 


in April, 1759. This admirable and accurate piece 


of workmanfhip is of the fame fize as his celeftial 
globe, that is to fay, about three feet in diameter. 
They are both made of a remarkably hard kind of 

‘ wood, 
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wood, and very ingenioufly formed, althouch Anigh 
employed only, for that purpofe, a common lathe, 
Thete {pheres preferve their equilibrium with fo much 
exacineis, that in whatever manner they may be place 
ed, they remain fufpended, and at reft ; but they move 
with fo much facility, that the motion of a watch % 
fufficient to make them revolve, nor is the ¢ 
the watch in the leaft interrupted. 


Anich was better acquainted with geometry than 
with aftronomy, and Father Hill, his inftructor and 
friend, made choice of him to delineate a peneral chart 
of Tyrol. Mr. de Sperg had already fketched out the 
fouthern part, which Anich finifhed, and added the op. 
per, or northern part to it. This painful and labori- 
ous tafk he executed in the moft rigourous feafon of 
the year, during the months of November and Deceme 
ber. 

Government were fo well fatisfied with this perfor 
mance, that Anich was commiflioned to make out a 
pew geographical chart of all Tyrol. This he did 
with fo much correétnefs, that when he prefented his 
chart, which was four feet and a half in height, and 
feven feet in breadth, it exhibited not only the rivers, 
mountains, forefts, cities, and villages of Tyrol, but 
even every farm, and the f{malleft inequality of the 
ground. He had before attempted to delineate a 
map of the feat of the war between the Empreds Queen 
and the king of Pruffia, but in fuch a manner as to dif 
tinguifh all thofe places conquered by thefe powers, 
and by their allies. This map was only five feet im 
length, and about three in breadth, yet there was net 
the fmalieft fpor, in all that extent of territory, which 
was not marked with the greateft accuracy. [It may 
well be fuppofed that he did not purchafe the inftru- 


ments which he employed in this work ; for where vet 
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| fie have found others equally exa@ as thofe which he 
“gonftructed himfelf? There is not perhaps a mathe- 


Matical or geometrical inftrument which he did not 
Sonftrucl, and in which he did not make confiderable 
improvements. 


Anich, with all his great talents, had fo much mo- 
defty, that he would never quit his ruflic drefs, nor 
the cottase in Whichhe was born. ‘There he was of- 


ten feen, furrounded by the inftruments which he ofed 


in his firfl occupation, Rudying, tracing out of charts, 
and conftruciing globes and machines, which will al. 
Ways excite the admiration of geographers.and matthe- 
Maticians.. But his multiplied labours greatly tended 
to fhorten his days. The continual exertion of his 
pind. exhaufted his body; of, according to the expret 
fion of a modern poet, the blade wore out the {cab- 
bard.——During the lat: years of his life, he dragged 
out his exiltence amidft the languors of old ape, asd 


_all the infirmities of an tiniverfal decay of nature; he 


became fo dull and inactive, that/he could with diffi. 
culty walk —One day, in the fujwmer of the year 1766, 
when faint with heat, he went to bathe ina neigbour- 
ing river, and having remained five hours in the wa- 
ter, he was feized with a bilious fever, which ended in 
a general dropfy, that increafed for feveral months. 
No hopes were entertained of his recovery, when con- 
trary to general expectation, the {welling decreafed, 


and the dropfy fuddenly difappeared. Anich’s firft 


care after he got better, was to repairto the church 
of his village, and return thanks to the beneficent De- 
ity; but on his return, when he was about to enter his 
own houfe, he was attacked by a violent head ache, 
which was followed by a total lofs of fight, and he di- 
ed the following morning, atthe age of forty-three. 
Ais death happened in the year 1766. 


The 
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The Emprefs Queen greatly regretted the lofs of fo 
induftrious and ingenious a fubject. This princefs in. 
tended to give him a penfion for life, of two hundred 
florins: for, notwithftanding his great labours, all 
Anich’s wealth confifted in a great ftock of learning, 
together with an abundance of modelty, a virtue which 


feldom condués to fortune. His fifter, however, ob. — 


tained from the liberality of the Emprefs, a part of 
the penfion deftined for her brother. Anich was inter- 
red in the church belonging to the village of Oberper- 
fuff, which is now become celebrated. for having been 
the birth-place of this extraordinary man.

OU defire an account of the Turks, and of vur 

™ way of living amongft them. As to: the former, 

it would fill a volume to write my whole thoughts 
about them: = I fhall oply tell you at prefent, that I 
think they are very far from agreeing with that cha- 
rafer which is given of them in chriftendom ; efpeci 
ally for their exad juftice, veracity, and other moral 
virtues; upon account of which, I have fometimes 
heard them mentioned with very extravagant commen- 
dations; as though they far exceeded chriftian ma 
tions. But I muft profefs myfelf of another opinion: 
for the chriftian religion, hew much foever we live bes 
low the true {pirit and excellency of it, muft ftill be 


allowed to difcover fo much power upon the minds of 


its profefiors, as to raife them far above the level of a 
Turkith virtue. It is a maxim that I have often heard 
from our Merchants, that a Turk will always cheat 
when he can find an opportunity. Friendfhip, genero- 
fity, and wit (in the Englith notion) and delightful — 

' veric, 
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#erfe, and all the qualities of a refined and ingenuous 


‘Ppirit, are perfect ftrangers to their minds; though in 


‘traffic and worldly negotiations, they are acute 


enough: and are able to carry the accounts of a large 


- commerce in their heads, without the help of books, 


by a natural arithmetic, improved by cuftom and ne- 


- 


' eeflity. Their religion is framed to keep up great out- 
_ ward gravity and folemnity, without begerting the leaft 


good tincture of reafon or virtue in the mind. You 
fhall hear them at their hours of prayer (which are fuur 
a day always) addreffing themfelves to their deyotions 
with the moft folemn and critical wathings, always in 
the moft public places, where moft people are pafiiug 5 
with the moft lowly and regular proftrati ons, and a 


hollow tone; which are amongft them the great excel- 


fencies of prayer. I have feen them in an affcded 
charity, give money to bird catchers (who make a trade 
of it) to reftor€ the poor captives to their natural lie 
berty : and at the fame time hold their own flaves inh 
the heavieft bondage. And at other cimes they will 
buy ficth to relieve indigent dogs and cats; and yet 
curfe you with famine and peftilence, and all the moft 
hideous execrations; in which way thefe Eaftern na- 
tions have certainly the moft exquifite rhetoric of any 
people upon earth. They know hardly any pleafure but 
that of the fixth fenfe. And yet with all this, they are 
incredibly conceited of their own religion; and cons 
temptuous of that of others: whichI take to be the great 


. “artifice of the devil, in order to keep them his own. 


They are a perfect, vifible comment upon our bleffed 
Lord’s defcription of the Jewifly pharifees. In aword, 
luft, arrogance, covetoufnefs, and the moft exquifite 


j ‘hypocrify complete their character. The only thing 


‘that eyer I could obferve to commend in them is, the 


| Outward decency of their carriage, the profound re- 


{pec they pay to religion and to every thing relating 
to it, and their great temperance and frugality. The

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dearnefs of any thing is po motive in Turkey, though 
it be in England, to bring it into fafhion. 


As for our living amongit them, it is with all poffi. 
ble quict and fafety: and that is all we delwe; their 
converiation being not in the Icaft entertaining.

On the Excellency of Chriftianity, and the Necefity of pro- 


pagating tt, 


4, ROM a brief view of the excellencies of chriftian- 

ity to States and individuals, it mult appear evi- 
dent that the grand defign of its Author was, that it 
fhould be extended to all the inhabitants cf the earth. 
A fyftem fo admirably calculated for the maintenance 
of peace and good order among men, by giving the 
ftrongeft force to their virtues, and keeping a power- 
ful reftraint upon their vices, could not be defigned 
forthe benefit of a few individuals, to the exciufion of 
the many millions whofe wants and infirmities equally 
call for its relief. Nor can we poffibly fuppofe, that 
a religion which is fo beautifully adapted to fecure the 
Jaws and beit interefts of nations, was intended only 
for the profeflion of private perfons. Every principle 
of this fublime fcheme*fiews, that the intention of its 
Divine Author was, that it fhould gradually make its 
way good thr wghout the whole earth, and that it 
fhould be eftablthed as the national religion of States, 


im order to the better prefervation of their civil intere 
efts. 


| And the fa& fa ficiently proves it ; for our bleffed Lord, 
\ jut before, his afeenfion, gave an expre{s command to 
his difciples, that they fhould go into all the Word, and 
_ preach the gofpel te every creature; a declaration 
whicl 
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which they could nut mifunderftand, becauie they werd 
éalled tothe apoftolical office, for the very purpofe of 
preaching the religion of their mafter. But as they 
had been taught to confider all mankind except the 
Tews, as outcaits from God, ard that in sional ag 
they hated them, the more favorable they would be ia 
his fight, therefore does our Lord charge them exe 
preisly to go unto the Gentiles. This wes not, however, 
very agreeable to them; for when Peter was fhewn | ia 
a vifion ‘titat God had no refpeé& of perfons, and that 
there Was nothing common or unc!ean, it was to rectify 
the Apoftie’s narrow notions, and to make him zeal 
ous in opening and preienting the riches of the gofpel 
to the Gentile world. 


Our Saviour’s pofitive affertion, that he was come 
to feck and to fave thofe who were loft, is a clear evi- 
dence that his intention and defire was, that all the 
tribes ef mankind fhould receive the bencfits of his 
benevolent miflion as the children of [fraci. And this 
was a complete fulfilment of the antient prophecies, 
which declared, that “a ftandard thould be ere@ed to 
the Gentiles ;~-and that of Chriftianity, kings fhould 
be its uurfing fathers,» and their queens its nurfing me- 
thers.” Of the Mecfliah it is allo faid, that “ the 
Gentiles fhould come to his light,” (alluding to his be- 
ing the Sua of Righteoufnefs that fhould enlighten aud 
chear the whole earth) “and kings to the brightnefs of 
his rifing.” The whole condué of Jefus Chrift mani- 
fefted his defire to have the mild truths ef his benevo 
Jent fyften: diffufed over all the earth. © His parables 
inculcated philanthropy and univerfal loye upon the 
Jewith people in their connection with other nations. 
Thais was particularly and emphatically inftanced in bis 
famous and moft beautiful parable of the Good Same 
ritan, in which ke not only endeavoured to reot out 


those inhuman prejudices-which the Jews entertained 
againtt

gaint their brethren of Sdmaria, but lefta perpetual 
leffun to his followers, that they should always exerci® 
their compailion to diftreffed objeats, without confidere 
ing any national diltiactions or religious differences. 
From the fame principle, however, that he willeth as 
to be kindly aff-Cioned towards our fellow-creatures, 
he commands us to hold out the falutary doctrines of his 
religion tu them, which is the fuil and comfortable 
fupply of their greateft wants. If he confidered their 
moral malady of fo much confequence as to require 
the facrifice of himfelf for its removal, he mutt cere 
tainly conlider the preaching of this atonement through 
the world as a matter of infinite importance to thofe 
creatures for whofe good he has condefcended to do 
fuch amazing things. 


The ordination of a chriftian miniftry, to be conftant- 
ly kept in fucceflion in his church to the end of time, isa 
farther evidence that he intended every partaker of 
that high and folemn office fhuuld be zealous in declar- 
ing his religion, and explaining its truths to all within 
his retpeCtive fphere of duty. And undoubtedly it was 


. defigned that fome perfons fhould be employed in the 


miniiterial work among thofe who have not heard or 
received this religion; and of this, indeed, no ene 
can poflibly entertain a doubt who ferieufly confiders 
the import of our. Saviour’s doctrine, and the tenor ef 
his command, to go into ali the world, and preach his 
gofpel to every creature. That his difciples tuliy con- 
ceived the force of his direction, and comprehended 
the reafonablenefs of it, is clear from their fubfequent 
‘condu@. After baving offered the benefits of his reli- 
gion to the. Jews, according to the right of priority, 
they turned themfeiges unto the Gentiles, aad dilperf- 
ed abroad for the glorious purpate of proclaiming the 
.Zood news of the chriftian revelation in Afia, Africa, 
and Europe, evento the yery iflendsof the fea, They 


were 
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were fo ardent and unremitted in their pious labours 
as to endure with cheerfulnefs all the hardthips refult- 
ing from.penury, the reptoaches and perfecutions of 
people bigotted in favor of their idolatrous fuperftiti- 
ons, and the fatigues and miferies attendant upon per 
petual travelling and the change of climates. 


Provided they could draw ever fo fmall a numbet 
from ignorance and error, they voluntarily hazarded 
their lives to accomplifh the noble, the benevolent de- 
fign. The gifts they enjoyed of working miracles, and 
of fpeaking in diferent languages, were fufficient in- 
dications that they were defignated to make manifeft 
the dottrines of chriftianity in every country, and 
among all the tribes of mankind. And the apoftles 
and their immediate fucceffors made that ufe of thofe 
“gifts which was beft caleulated to accomplifh the end 
for which they were beftowed upon them; they preach- 
ed in feafon and out of feafon with an aftonifhing force 
-of eloquence produced by the warmeft zeal ; and their 
fucceis was in exa& proportion to the value of their 
labours, and tothe diftintereftednefs of their motives. 


In perufing the hiftory of St. Paul, we are charmed 
with the uprightnefs of his heart, the noblenefs of his 
difpofition, and the uniform opennefs of his temper’; 
but we are {truck with a reverence at the generous 


zeal which carried him forth into fuch a variety of — : 


countries, through fuch unparalleled difficulties, and in 
{pite of almoft infurmountable obftacles, that he might 
have the unfpeakable happinefs of imparting the belt 
of bleffings to his fellow-creatures.What but the 
firme ft conviction of the abfolute neceflity there is for 


men’s being influenced by Chriftian principles to confti« 


tute their prefent and future happinefs, could have 
prompted that holy and indefatigable fervant of truth 
to undergo feck: an immenfe weight of labour, and to 

chufe 
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chufe even death itfelf in its crueleft terrors, rather 
than relinquith the arduous purfuit? Had it been a 
mere matter of indifference whether men are chriftians 
ot not, and was it certain that the light of natural re- 
ligion is fufficient for the wants of mankind, Our Sa- 
viour would never have commanded, nor would his 
difciples have obeyed his precept to fuch a prodigious 
Jatitude, as to preach his gofpel in all parts of the then 
known world. 


They were perfectly fenfible, from the fulleft expe 
perience of the abfolute neceflity mankind have of a 
divine revelation to fupply the defects of nature to add 
ftrength to the weakne{s of reafon, and to give con- 
fcience a greater bias to virtue than the bare profpect 
of good in the prefent world. 

They were convinced, that no religion but what has 
an influence upon the heart, and has for its foundation 
the evidence of a future ftate, can be at all adequate 
to fupply the wants of man, by reducing the ftings of 
his con{cience into a godly forrow tempered with hope 
and giving his mind a moft fubftantial confolation when 
poignantly diftrefled. 


. Nothing but the ftrongeft perfuafion of the utility of 
chriftianity, could have made thofe excellent men fo 
earneft and indefatigable in preaching it throughout 


*@ the known world, and to every creature, 


When the apoftle Paul fays, knowing the terrors of 
the Lord, we perfuade men, he undoubtedly inferred 
the neceflity of perfuading men to receive the benign 
revelation, from the fulleft certainty of its being the 
__ only means of avoiding punifhment in a future {tate of 
" ¢ exiftence. The endeavour to extricate his fellow. 


4 creatures, therefore, from a fituation which naturally 


a tended tw that dreadful condemnation, was perfedly 
mm = Voiiz.: ‘I. Bbb confiftent 
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confiftent with the pureft principles of gratitude and 
benevolence. A grateful fenfe of what great things 
Heaven had done for him, and a love for his fellow. 
creatures, would naturally prompt his generous mind 
to exercile all the powers of reafoning to perfuade 
others to partake of the fame ineftimable benefits. 
And this condu not only charadcterifed the immediate 
followers of the Author of the chriftian fcheme, but 
the fame fpirit was alfo diflufed among their diredt fuc- 
ceeflors. How ardent and illuftrious were the Jabours 
of Ignatius, Polycarp, thetwo Clemens, Juftin, and 
a number of ethers whofe praife yet remains flagrant 
throughout the whole chriltian church! 


Their very perfecutors were made the fubjeds of 
their pious exhortations and fervent prayers. Thote 
who mott cruelly ufed them, and moft bitterly blal- 
phemed the facred name by which thefe illuftrious con- 


feilors were called, did not receive in return the re- 


proaches natural for human nature when violently ir- 
ritated to throw back on the injurious; neither did 
they exercife that fteru contempt which the ancient and 
modern {ceptics have fo highly applauded in the Stoics; 
onthe contrary, the chriftian fufferers preached the 
gofpel of peace; and the means of attaining a future 
ftate of happine{s to their enemies ; and whether their 
religion was true or not, it fhewed the excellency of 
influence upon the difpofitions of its votaries, in mak- 
ing them defirous that their bittereft perfecutors fhould 
fhare its bleflings. It fhews how well adapted this fy!- 
tem is to make men peaceable, jult, and benevolent 
members of fociety ; and that it is, in fac, the only 
religion which being made the public profeffion of a 
State, has a power to give force to the laws, and {ecue 
rity to the liberties of the people.

From thefe confiderations a refilcQion will naturally 
occur in the benevolent mind, that if fuch was the con- 
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du& and fuch the motives of the firft propagators cf 
chriftianity, a fimilar condu& and fimilar motives ought 
to actuate its votaries even at the prefent period. 
There are {till corners of the earth enveloped with the 
darknefs of idolatry and ignorance, into which the rays 
of chriftianity have not at all or very imperfedtly pene- 
trated. It is not incumbent, indeed, upon men to de- 
part from their domettic duties, and from their prefent 
relation in fociety, to adopt the arduous chara@er of 
miflionaries; but it is the ftriét duty, P apprehend, of 
all chriftian focieties to be adtive in the fupport of mif- 
fions for the propagation of their common faith. ‘Ihe 
command of its Author to this purpofe, is {till binding 
upon thofe who are called by his name; and therefore 
gratitude to him, and the beft evidence of that princi- 
ple, an univerfal philanthropy, ought to excite all 
chriftians to wifh and endeavour, every one in his 
fphere, and according to his ability, that thofe who 
are now wandering in the uncivilized ftate of mental 
mifery, under the wretched influence of moral dark« 
nefs, and, too frequently, profefling inhumanity as re- 
ligion, by facrificing their fellow-creatures to devils, 
that they may be brought to the knowledge of the 
truth, fo that Coriftianity may be literally {pi ead over 
the face ef the whule earth, as the waters cover the 
fea.
